CONTRACT. 

A contract was made for the servi?es 
of an agricultural laborer, and it was 
agreed that his compensation should be 
a share of the crop. But he was to work 
under the exclusive direction of the em- 
ployer, who was to have the entire con- 
trol of his time and services. The la- 
borer was induced to break his contract, 
and his employer sued the next em- 
ployer for damages. lltld, that the re- 
lation was that of master and servant 
and not a partnership, as claimed by the 
second employer.— Huff vs. Watkins, 
Supreme Court of South Carolina. 

It is the general rule that where the 
acts of the agent will bind the princi- 
pal, there his representations and 
declarations respecting the subject mat- 
ter will also bind him, if made at the 
same time and constituting a part of the 
trans* -tiuns at issue.

After a careful investigation in scien- 
tific works on kindred spe cies of internal 
parasites, I have come t. the Conclusion 
that the natural history ed the gape 
worn: i- as follows: That in the spring 
of the year the young poultry, in their 
search for insects for food amongst de- 
cayed vegetable matter, swallow the e-ggs 
or very small worms, which, in about 
four or six weeks attain their full size, 
and produce their fatal effects. I have, 
years ago, several times examined them 
undera compound microscope, sstaken out 
of the windpipes of poultry that hail Just 
died from this cause.
